Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Canton: 

At  this  time,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  present  to  you  my  first  an- 
nual report  of  the  schools  and  school  property  of  this  town.  This 
report  is  based  partly  on  the  records  bequeathed  to  me  by  the  former 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  T.  A.  DeCosta,  and  partly  on  those 
of  my  own  personal  supervision. 

•  The  thirty-six  weeks  session,  now  maintained  in  all  our  schools, 
was  interrupted  but  once  during  the  past  year.  That  interruption 
was  occasioned  by  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever.  So  that  our  schools 
have  functioned  quite  reasonably  steady  during  the  year. 

TEACHERS 

We  have  been  most  fortunate  in  our  corps  of  teachers  during  the 
year.  By  increasing  the  schedule  of  salaries  some  of  our  most  effi- 
cient teachers  remained  with  us.  There  were  of  course  some  changes. 
In  the  Village  Grammar  school,  Mrs.  Alton  Tyler  succeeded,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Barron.  Mrs.  Tyler  is 
well  known  to  the  citizens  of  Canton,  as  this  is  her  home,  and  as  she 
has  taught  here  in  previous  years,  her  excellent  work  is  known  to  all. 
In  the  High  school  there  were  two  changes.  Miss  Mabel  E.  Norcross 
of  Lewiston  and  Miss  Marie  Stoehr  of  Sabattus,  Maine,  came  to  us 
in  September,  Miss  Norcross  succeeding  Miss  Marion  Tracey  of  the 
Latin  and  French  department,  and  Miss  Stoehr  succeeding  Miss  Ruth 
Richardson  of  the  History  and  English  department.  Both  these 
teachers  are  well  qualified  for  their  respective  positions,  and  are 
earnestly  working  to  bring  their  respective  departments  up  to  standard 
requirements.  In  the  rural  schools  Miss  Rossie  Hines  and  Miss  Eva 
Cummings  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  and  in  their 
places  we  now  have  Miss  Marion  Thannum  of  Winthrop,  Maine,  at 
the  Gilbertville  school,  and  Miss  Donna  Walker  of  Livermore,  Maine, 
at  the  Wyman  school.    It  is  the  belief  of  the  Superintendent  that  the 
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citizens  of  Canton  demand  efficient  schools  for  their  children  and  are 
willing  to  pay  for  the  same.  It  may  be  all  right  to  have  poor  schools 
for  other  people's  children  but  for  our  own  children  we  want  the  best. 
It  is  my  sincere  desire  to  retain  most  of  our  present  corps  of  teachers, 
and  give  them  a  chance  to  put  in  their  best  work,  which  often  re- 
quires several  years.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  while  we  are  now  pay- 
ing our  teachers  as  well  as  other  towns  of  our  size  and  valuation,  that 
we  may  do  even  a  little  better  than  this  during  the  coming  school 
year,  and  thus  encourage  them  to  remain  with  us. 

INSTRUCTION 
Some  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum  of  our 
schools.  In  the  High  school  we  have  made  adjustments  in  the  inter- 
est of  meeting  the  requirements  of  "  The  New  England  College  En- 
trance Certificate  Board,"  so  that  graduates  of  our  High  school  may 
enter  college  without  being  subjected  to  the  trouble  and  additional 
strain  of  taking  college  entrance  examinations.  In  relation  to  this  I 
quote  from  a  letter  received  from  Dean  Frank  W.  Nicolson,  who  is 
the  Secretary  of  this  College  Board.  He  says  in  a  letter  to  me  dated 
October  12,  1921 :  "  I  have  received  your  letter  of  October  6th  and 
will  report  to  the  Certificate  Board  that  you  have  made  the  suggested 
changes  in  your  curriculum,  so  that  I  have  no  doubt  your  application 
will  be  approved  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board."  In  the  Common 
schools  also  we  are  making  definite  effort  to  strengthen  the  course  of 
study,  using  the  State  course  of  study  as  a  basis.  Thorough  prepara- 
tion will  be  required  in  each  grade  before  promotion.  In  this  con- 
nection it  might  be  well  to  remind  the  parents  that  as  there  is  just  so 
much  work  planned  for  each  school  year,  that  it  is  almost  imperative 
for  a  pupil  to  be  regular  in  attendance.  Therefore  to  keep  a  pupil  out 
of  school,  unless  absolutely  necessary,  is  doing  him  a  great  injustice. 
I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  parents  will  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
schools,  and  understand  fully  the  work  required  of  their  children  and 
make  it  a  point  to  know  the  teachers  of  their  children  and  then  work 
with  them.  Such  cooperation  will  result  in  a  higher  grade  of  work 
in  all  our  schools. 

TEXT-BOOKS 

In  the  interest  of  greater  efficiency  in  the  work  of  our  Common 
schools  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  some  changes  in  the  text-books 
now  in  use  also  to  replace  old  worn-out  books  with  new  ones.  Since 
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my  own  incumbency  in  office  very  little  money  has  been  available^  for 
books  and  supplies.  We  have  struggled  along  with  what  supplies 
were  on  hand,  using  most  of  the  money  available  to  pay  back  bills, 
some  of  them  dating  back  as  far  as  the  year  1918.  It  also  has  been 
necessary  to  require  the  High  School  pupils  to  furnish  their  own 
supply  of  paper. 

LIBRARY 

Something  should  be  done  in  the  way  of  equipping  our  High 
school  with  an  inexpensive  yet  workable  library.  Students  should 
have  the  advantage  of  reference  books.  It  is  a  need  made  more 
insistent  by  the  fact  that  there  is  no  town  library.  Many  of  you  will 
appreciate  the  handicap  to  both  instructors  and  students  alike  not 
to  have  this  opportunity  for  reference  work. 

CONVEYANCE 
It  would  seem  to  me  that  we  have  quite  an  acute  conveyance 
problem  in  the  town  of  Canton.  You  will  note  that  our  expenditure 
for  actual  conveyance,  not  counting  equipment  —  such  as  barges  and 
the  like,  is  $1,419.00.  We  have  paid  this  amount  for  the  conveyance 
of  thirteen  pupils,  which  seems  to  me  a  decidedly  unreasonable  figure. 
However,  under  the  present  system  of  conveyance  we  could  hardly 
expect  it  to  be  less.  It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  find  some 
less  expensive  method  to  take  care  of  our  boys  and  girls  living  at 
remote  distances  from  the  village. 

REPAIRS 

The  school  property  is  in  fairly  good  condition.  The  village 
property  will  need  some  repairs.  There  are  two  ceilings  which  are 
in  a  rickety  condition,  and  one  of  them  at  least  should  be  attended 
to  as  soon  as  possible.  One  side  of  the  main  building  should  be 
shingled.  The  platform  approach  to  the  building  is  in  poor  condition 
and  will  need  to  be  fixed  during  the  year.  Some  panels  on  the  doors 
are  split  and  will  have  to  be  replaced.  Moreover,  the  heating  equip- 
ment in  the  Latin  and  French  room  on  the  northwest  side  of  the 
building  is  very  inadequate,  and  something  should  be  done  to  remedy 
this  before  another  winter.  I  think  also  that  it  would  be  good 
economy  to  give  the  buildings  a  coat  of  paint.  The  rural  property 
will  need  only  a  few  minor  repairs. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION 


'  Medical  inspection  was  given  again  this  year  by  our  two  local 
competent  physicians  —  Drs.  Morse  and  Bicknell.  I  am  quite  sure 
that  parents  well  appreciate  the  advantage  of  knowing  early  in  a 
child's  life  what  his  physical  defects  are,  so  that  corrections  may  be 
made,  and  many  of  the  child's  physical  handicaps  remedied.  I 
strongly  urge  therefore  a  reasonable  appropriation  to  be  judiciously 
expended  for  this  highly  important  work. 


The  following  recommendations  are  based  on  a  careful  estimate 
of  the  needs  of  the  schools: 


I  have  observed  since  my  arrival  among  you  as  your  Superin- 
tendent that  you  are  endeavoring  to  maintain  here  in  Canton  a  strong 
educational  system,  that  your  aim  is  to  expand  and  progress.  You 
are  to  be  congratulated,  that  is  the  only  kind  of  an  educational  system 
worth  while.  But  you  should  bear  in  mind  as  you  read  over  and 
think  over  the  appropriations  asked  for  that  the  best  always  costs 
more,  still  we  find  that  the  best  is  most  always  the  cheapest  in  the 
end.  I  still  believe  that  you  want  the  best  and  will  gladly  support 
that  kind  of  effort.  I  think  you  may  be  assured  that  whatever  you 
raise  for  schools  will  be  carefully  and  judiciously  expended. 

In  closing,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Superintending  School  Committee  for  their  faithful 
assistance  and  cooperation,  and  I  would  be  untrue  to  my  deepest 
feelings  if  I  did  not  in  this  connection  particularly  mention  the  name 
of  Dr.  Morse.  His  personal  accomplishments  and  capabilities,  his 
years  of  official  contact  with  the  schools  of  Canton,  his  devotion  to 
the  fine  art  of  knowledge  and  education,  has  made  him  my  constant 
adviser.  It  of  course  has  taken  much  of  his  time  and  thought,  but 
he  has  never  complained  and  always  seemed  so  willing  to  assist  me 
in  every  way  possible.  So  I  particularly  refer  to  him  because  I  feel 
peculiarly  indebted  to  him.

Report  of  Principal  of  High  School 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 
Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report  as  principal 
of  Canton  High  School  for  the  year  1921-1922. 

This  year  has  witnessed  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  enrolled  in  the  High  school.  The  total  registration  dur- 
ing the  Fall  term  was  69,  23  of  this  number  being  tuition  students. 
At  present  the  total  registration  is  65,  four  students  having  dropped 
out  for  various  reasons.  The  enrollment  by  classes  is  as  follows : 
Seniors,  10;  Juniors,  15;   Sophomores,  16;   Freshmen,  24. 

The  attendance  for  the  Fall  term  was  better  than  the  attendance 
for  the  same  period  last  year  even  though  many  students  were  absent 
on  account  of  sickness.  In  my  report  last  year  I  called  the  attention 
of  the  parents  to  the  seriousness  of  unnecessary  absences.  This  year 
the  number  of  unnecessary  absences,  I  am  glad  to  say,  has  materially 
decreased.  Parents,  however,  should  pay  more  attention  to  the  mat- 
ter of  excuses.  A  written  excuse  is  required  to  be  passed  in  to  the 
principal  within  two  days  after  the  student  returns  to  school.  If 
this  excuse  is  not  forthcoming  the  student  receives  no  credit  for  the 
work  lost.  A  number  of  students  have  lost  credit  this  year  on  ac- 
count of  the  negligence  of  the  parents  in  this  matter. 

The  courses  of  study  as  instituted  last  year  are  being  continued 
this  year,  with  a  few  minor  changes,  with  good  success.  This  year, 
if  no  more  time  is  lost  on  account  of  sickness,  we  ought  to  be  able 
to  meet  the  college  requirements  in  practically  every  subject.  Last 
year  after  instituting  the  new  courses  of  study  an  attempt  was  made 
to  have  the  school  placed  upon  the  list  of  schools  approved  by  the 
New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board,  so  that  students 
might  be  able  to  enter  college  without  examination.  Our  application 
was  rejected.  The  only  objection  offered,  however,  was  that  we 
lacked  a  course  in  advanced  algebra.  This  year  we  have  introduced 
a  course  in  advanced  algebra  and  have  again  made  application  to 
be  placed  upon  the  approved  list.    All  communications  from  the  Sec- 
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retary  of  the  Board  to  date  indicate  that  the  school  will  be  placed 
on  the  list  this  year.  As  mentioned  above  a  few  more  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  course  of  study.  A  course  in  commercial  arith- 
metic has  been  introduced  for  the  Freshmen,  taking  the  place  of 
Freshman  French.  Whether  or  not  this  was  a  wise  change  can  not 
be  determined  at  this  time.  This  year  we  intend  to  give  a  course  in 
civil  government  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  This  course 
will  be  open  to  students  of  the  two  upper  classes.  Such  a  course 
has  never  been  offered  before,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  very  necessary 
as  the  knowledge  of  High  school  students  concerning  matters  of  gov- 
ernment is  very  limited.  The  College  Preparatory  Course  this  year, 
as  last  year,  is  proving  to  be  most  popular  with  the  Freshmen.  Over 
seventy  per  cent,  of  the  Freshmen  are  taking  this  course.  This  is 
very  gratifying,  for  without  a  doubt,  this  is  the  best  course  that  is 
offered. 

Our  supply  of  text-books  has  been  increased  this  year  and  we 
now  have  as  good  a  supply  of  text-books  as  can  be  found  in  any  school 
of  our  size.  What  is  more  important  these  books,  in  most  respects, 
are  up  to  date.  But  we  still  lack  reference  books.  Last  year  I  called 
attention  to  the  need  of  such  books,  but  nothing  has  been  done  to 
remedy  the  situation,  and  until  reference  books  are  forthcoming  the 
amount  of  work  done  will  necessarily  be  limited. 

This  year  the  School  Committee  has  very  generously  increased 
the  supply  of  physics  apparatus,  and  with  the  amount  now  on  hand 
we  will  be  able  to  meet  the  requirements  for  college  entrance  in  this 
subject.    We  still  lack,  however,  suitable  furniture  in  our  laboratory. 

The  debating  contest  between  Buckfield,  Canton  and  Dixfield 
will  be  conducted  this  year  as  usual.  This  year  we  will  again  be  a 
member  of  the  Bates  Interscholastic  Debating  League.  Results  in 
debating  last  year  were  very  satisfying  considering  the  handicaps  un- 
der which  we  workd.  The  debate  this  year  will  take  place  as  usual 
in  March.  The  question  is :  Resolved,  that  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment should  own  and  operate  the  coal  mines.  This  is  a  very  vital 
question  at  the  present  time  and  the  discussion  of  it  should  be  very  in- 
teresting. 

We  are  continuing  athletics  this  year  as  usual  in  spite  of  the 
many  obstacles  which  we  have  encountered.  However,  we  are  not 
receiving  the  support  that  we  should  receive  in  this  matter.  I 
thoroughly  believe  from  experience  that  athletics  are  absolutely  es- 
sential to  the  life  of  a  school  and  I  believe  they  should  be  participated 
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in  as  long  as  the  students  show  sufficient  interest  in  them.  There 
seems  to  be  an  idea  that  the  time  devoted  to  athletics  would  be  better 
spent  on  studies,  but  I  would  like  to  point  out  the  fact  that  the  time 
spent  on  athletics  usually  is  time  in  which  the  student  is  doing  almost 
everything  except  work  with  his  books.  And  I  submit  that  this  time 
spent  in  athletics  is  much  more  profitable  than  hanging  around  a  pool 
room,  postoffice,  or  railroad  station. 

There  is  one  matter  this  year  I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  and 
that  is,  criticism  of  the  schools.  Of  course,  the  school  being  a  public 
institution  and  the  teachers  being  public  servants,  both  are  bound  to 
be  criticised  more  or  less.  We  like  to  have  the  schools  talked  about 
and  we  like  to  have  the  townspeople  take  an  interest  in  their  school, 
and  we  would  very  gladly  welcome  any  constructive  criticism.  But 
there  is  nothing  that  will  so  lower  the  morals  of  a  teaching  force 
than  destructive  criticism,  especially  when  this  criticism  is  unjust. 
And  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  before  anyone  offers  criticism 
of  the  school  or  teachers  he  should  visit  the  school,  observe  the 
teachers  at  work,  and  study  the  school  system.  Then  and  only  then, 
will  he  be  able  to  have  some  basis  for  criticism  and  be  able  to  discuss 
intelligently  the  merits  of  the  teachers  and  the  work  of  the  school. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  school  board,  the 
superintendent,  parents,  and  especially  the  teachers  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.
